Preston Paralyzes’ Kane by Holding 
Hostages, 

Wasuixcrox, April 18.—Commander Kane, 
of the United States steamer Galeaa, has made 
a report to Secretary Whitney, under date of 
April 8, relative tothe burning of Aspinwall 
by the insurgents on the evening of March 
31, and the part taken by his command for 
the protection of American citizens end their 
property. Kane’s report explains 
what appeared that time gto 
be a _ hesitancy or dilatoriness 
on his part in taking action for the protection 
ofthe property of American citisens from 
seizure by J’reston and his rebels. Two of his 
officers, who had gone on shore to investigate ; 
two’of the Pacific Mail steamshi company’s 
officers, and United States Consu Wright, and 
bis clerk, were in the hands of Preston, who 
sent word to Commander Kane that these men 
would all be shot if Kane interferedin any 
with his “revolution,” or 
if his demand for arms in 
the cargo of the steamship Colon was not com- 
plied with. Until the release had been secured 
vt his officers ,and the other Americans, Kane 
was obliged to act cautiously. After that he 
made himself master of the situation, with his 
6aii0rs, marines and gattling guna. 

The commander says: | 

About 12:30 p. m., On March 30th, it was report- 
€a (0 me that the American steamer Colon hada 
tmall American flagat the forearm down, and 
that they were signaling from her that the steamer 
was being seized by the Insurgent troops. I im- 
ediately sent a boat to Colon in charge of Lieu- 
tenant Juliep, United States navy, to see what 
the trouble was. This ship was, atthe time. ly- 
ing atauchor, about three hundred yards from 
erd abreast of the northern wharf of the island, 
end the steamer Colon was moored at the Pacific 
Mailsteamship company’s wharf, having arrived 
that morning from New York. Lieutenant Jul-

During the ab- 
sence of Lieutenant Julien, the 
cropped down within 100 yards of the Colon’s 
whari, and every preparation was made for pone | 
that vessel. After Lieutenant Julien’s release, 
succeeded in getting the United States consul from 
the Colon to this ship, but {could not get hold of 
the twoagents of the Pacific Mail company. I 
now determined to wait no longer, and ordered 
ajl of he armed boats manned, and under com- 
mnapa of Lieutenant Julien, the 
Colon was taken possession of. 
Colon was hauled cut into the stream, and the 
Galena cropped in alongside of the whart. After 
securipg the ship and posting all the necessary 
gUards on the wharf, I made a demand on Prestdu 
for the release of the two agents of the Pacific 
Mail company, and received a verbal reply that he 
would answer me in the morning. At/7 o’clock 
next morning, March 3ist, I landed a battalioa, 
consisting of twelve officersand 114 sailors and 
marines, with three guns, under command of 
Lieutenant Judd, and made preparation to release 
the two agents by force, ffi my demand was not 
compliea with. While t preparations were 
‘being made on the whar!, Captain Dow and tne 
Agent Connor appeared and informed 
methatthey had escaped from Preston’s forces, 
who bad taken them from prison about three 
o'clock in the mornigg, and out about three miles 
on the line of the railroads toa point where the 
ihturgenut troops bad metthe government forces 
from Panama, and after a slight engagement, re- 
thrned towards town. Having now under my 
protection all the Americans who had been arrest- 
id, and hearing the firing of the government 
troops from Panama, who were driving the insur: 
gent forces before theminto their barricadein 
town, lordered Lieutenant Judd, with his force, 
to leave sufficent men to protect the oficers ol 
the Pacific Mail company, and then to take posses- 
sion of the United States consulate and the ollicers 
aud storehouses of the Panama railroad company, 
and to use his force for the protection of this 
American property. This was done, The firing 
between the insurgent and government troops in- 
creased rapidly, and the street- fighting was kept 
ep for about tbree hourg. All of the insurgent 
troops had sought shelter bebind their barricade, 
which was soon surrounded. About12:30 p. m. 
the prison, situated near the barricade, was fired 
by the insurgents, and shortly atterwards many 
other points in the city were set on fire, including 
the wharves, except that of the Pacific Mail com- 
pany, which was in my possession. There was a 
strong, stiff wind blowiug at the time, aud with 
neither engines mor water to arrest 
the flames the fire spread 
The buildings were constantl fired. Tre 
whole city was soon destroyed. All that could be 
accommodated were given shelter on board this 
ship, and many others sought refuge on the ship- 
sing at tbe wharves. The fire having reached the 
‘acific Dayal wharf and the Galena being in great 
danger, I slipped my chain aud steamed outtoa 
safe anchorage inthe harbor. Lieutenant Judd 
and his force were left on shoreto save and pro- 
tect all the property they could, Lieutenant El- 
liott had been eent with hiscompany t» the Pan- 
#ma railroad company’s property on the northere 
side ofthe island. Lieutenant Judd, with the 
rest of his command, feli back before the fire to 
the Pacific Mail compeny’s wharf, where he ren- 
Cered all the assistance he could, and then made 
a tour of the northern part of 
the town. He succeeded in 
checking the flames inthe northern part of the 
town. ‘ibe Pacific Mail company’s property was 
saved from incendiarism by the guard of this 
ship,and with the assistance of its own well 
equipped fire department, was piotected from the 
flames of the aajacent wharves. This was the 
only whari saved, and a guard was sent from the 
ship to protect it. The crew of her Brittanic 
majerty’s gun vessel rendered great assistance in 
saving the thipping at the wharves, none of 
which was destroyed. The firedid mot extend to 
the Panama Canal company’s property at 
Christoph Colon. Allthat has been saved of the 
town o! Aspinwallis due to the protection ai- 
forded by this ship, and the efficiency and hard 
work of the officers and men in 
fighting the fire.

THE GENBRAL’S APPEARANCE AT 
THE WINDOW, 


4 Remarkable Incident Which Bealls the Military 
Days When the General Rode at the Head of 
His Men-The Events of the Day— 

The Condition of the Patient, Etc, 

5 


New York, April 18.—At 11 o'clock the 
draperies behind the part of General Grant's 
window toward the park were pushed aside 
and the general himselt stepped close to the 
window panes. He was attired in «a dark suit 
of clothes. On his head was a black skull 
cap, and about his neck was folded a red silk 
handkerchief. His face was not pale, but it 
wore astrained expression that was almost 
pitiful. He stood erect without support, save 
of his cane, which he held in his nght hand, 
with the left hand clasped upon. his coat lap- 
pel, while the cuff relieved the dark attire, 
the handkerchief adding a bit of color. 
The general’s “gaze at first was 
toward the park, and traveling 
np and down Fifth avenue, his eyes saw the 
huge furniture vans, trim trotters, market 
wagons, baby wagens and nurses with neat 
caps. Glancing at length and leisurely down 
tothe sidewalk near his house, he saw the 
group of reporters anda stalwart policeman 
who stands at the steps. With common im- 
pulse the officer and the reporters saluted the 


general, and with his right hand, he suddenly 
releasing the cane, returned the courtsy, with 
true military dignity. Three times during the 
forenoon the patient was seen at the window. 
The sick room was thoroughly aired. 

THE DAY’S DEVELOPMENTS. 

Last night’s refreshing, unbroken sleep 
was another stride toward’s the general’s re- 
covery. From 10 p.m, till 2 am. he slept 
without being troubled with the cough which 
has hitherto caused him so much pain in his 
throat. The general this morning appeared 
at the office window, which adjoins his bed- 
room, and noticing the reporters walking 
from the opposite side of the street graciously 
seat ionk their spontaneous salute. The gen- 
erg¥iooks yery much improyed in personal 
e#pearance, and will take a drive out as soon 
as the weather permits. Dr, Douglas said his 
patient was doing well, as well, if not better 
than yesterday. He thought the weather to- 
day too chilly for a drive, but hoped he would 
be out in a few days. 

NO MORE BULLETINS. 

As Dr. Douglas was leaving the house, be- 
tween 4 and 5 o’clock, he was 
asked when the next bulletin would 
be issued. He stated that no fur- 
ther bulletins would be issued to-day, because 
the patient was comfortable; that there was 
no necessity for bulletins. Incidentially the 
doctor remarked that the general’s throat had 
cleared up finely, and that there was a bright 
clean appearance of the parts. The general 
had been better ever since the hemorrahage. 
The doctors had talked over the situation 
with the general and his family, and they 
were told that though there was at present a 
lull, it must not be taken for granted that the 
cause for apprehension was past. Dr. Douglas 
remarked that the general was the best pa- 
tient he had ever had. He didali that was 
directed, and just as directed, and his will 
power was surprising. There will bea full 
consultotion to-morrow. 


STATE RIGHTSIN AUSRTALIA. 


The Right of Secession in Its Most Liberal 
Form, 

Lonpox, April 18,—The bill to enable the 
British Australian colonies to federate, which 
was introduced last Thursday in the house of 
lords by the earl of Derby, minister for the 
colonies, contains a clause declaring the doc- 
trine of state rights in its most lideral torm. 
One of these clauses enacts that any one col- 
eny shall always have the right to withdraw 
from the federation at its own discretion, 
at any time, without consulting the 
other mem bers of the tederation, 
empowers the legielature of eny colony in the 
federation to override the decision of the fede- 
rel council. It is believed that every one of 
the Australian colonies, except, perhaps, that 
of New South Wales, will oppose the adoption 
of either of these clauses.

THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 


The Quarantinisg of Spain Because of the 
Prevaience of Cholera, 

Lonpox, April 18.—The governments of 
France, Holland, Portugal and Turkey have 
declared a quarantine against all vessels ar- 
riving from Spanish ports, on account of the 
reported cholera epidemic on the southern 
end eastern coasts of Spain. Many inland 
towns in Spain now refuse to receive goods 
from Valencia. 

The Spanish government has instructed its 
ambassadors to the Various powers to protest 
against the imposition of quarantine on ves- 
sels from Spanish ports on account of the 
cases ofa suspicious disease at Jatavia, The 
government states that the disease is fast dis- 
appearing. 

Wsssraaton: April 18.—The secretary of 

state has received a dispatch from the United 
States consul at Madrid, saying that he is in- 
formed by the director general of health, that 
there is no cholera in Spain, and that the 
cases recently reported in the province of Val- 
encia are not cholera. 
*- New Ortgans, April 18.—A special from 
Baton Rouge, says: ‘Upon the recommenda- 
tion of the state board ot health, the governor 
has issued a proclamation of a quarantine, to 
take effect May 10, against vessels from Mex- 
ican ports, from Colon or Aspinwall, Central 
America, from all ports of Spain, etc.”

WAR IS COMING. 
MR. GLADSTONE’S FIRMNESS BE- 
LIBVED TO INDICATE IT. 


The Germans Believe that Russias is Humbagging 
England—The Ameer Arouses Mis Country- 
méen—Cemments of the British Press— 
Other Interesting Foregn News. 


Loxpox, April .18—The ameer, before de- 
parting from Jamrood, India yes- 
terday, said that he had ordered 
the tribes to repair the roads from Cabul to 
Herat, and that reinforcements had left Can- 
dahar for Herat. He believed that Russia 
might yield to remonstrances, being unable 
to give a good excuse for her aggression. Only 
when all arguments hftve failed, he said,must 
war be considered, and the Afghans will rise 
es one man to repel the invaders. 
His policy was determined upon 
ard would not be chamged. It was founded in 
common sénse, and notin oaths. His people 
must accept it as he had, and must trust him 
as he had been trusted by England. The Af. 
ghans would never surrender an ineh of ter- 
ritory or allow their country to be the high- 
way for the Russian army, which would mar 
the occupation and protection of a long line of 
Russian communication, and resultin the ruin 
and loss of independence. The Afghans would 
see this and would find that England is help- 
ing them to maintain their freedom. 

PREPARATIONS IN ENGLAND. 
The admiralty has received tenders for steel 


belted cruisers, the armor of which is to be ten 
inches thick. The work at the arsenals is not 
feverish, and it is not expected that 
the men will work on Sunday. The 
government hes sanctioned the increase 
to 1,600 men of ‘the corpse of 
royal marines of light infantry. 

ft is reported from Copenhagen that a tele- 
gram has been received from London request- 
ing @® pilot to be provided for the British 
squadron, which is expected to arrive in the 
Danish waters on Sunday. Russia has selected 
én imperial guard under Prince Oldenburg, 
with headquarters at Riga, for the defense of 
the Baltic coast. Russia continues her pre- 
parations for war, 

Advices from St. Petersburg state that even 
M. DeGiers and the peace party begin to see 
that the military party is likely to tri- 
umph, and to  deteat England with 
war. They are, thorefore, determined to grant 
no Satisfaction whatever for the Pendjeh af- 
lsir. The Russian papers are greatly an- 
noyed at the English occupation of Port Ham- 
ilton island. One journal calls it the begin- 
ning of the blockade. The V Lodivostock 
Novoe Vremya urges the government to an- 
nex Losarett bay ig Corea, buy the islands in 
the Pacific from Spain, and form cruising sta- 
tions. The Viedemosti, inan article on Rus- 
sian finances, advises the artificial support of 
paper money and prohibitive customers’ 
tre ffic. ae 

The St.Petersburg Novoe Vremya says Ger- 
many and Austria Hungary have notified the 
porte that if the British and Russian fleets are 
allowed to pass through the Dardanelles, or if 
the fleets succeed in forcing a passage, the 
treaty of Berlin will stand annulied, and Ger- 
many and Austria Hungary will consider 
themselves free from any engagement imposed 
whem, Turkey wiil be obliged to make her 
neutrality respected by her own resources. 

TONE OF THE ENGLISH PRESS. 

The Times this morningin discussing the 
Anglo- Russian question, says: 

‘Nothing has happened in the last three or four 
dtys to justify achange in the public attitude. 
Kven if the government is prepared to give Rus- 
sia the territory already occupid, it by u0 means 
follows taat the trouble is ended.”

“Nobody who ‘has-~the honor 
land at heart can help Yeeling that 
government is payin a  ~disastrous 
price for thé respite for which it is propusas_to 
secure. Continental critics are careful to hold up 
the mirror so as to show our contemptible fizure.

eace. On that point illusions are impossible. 
The conflict bas only been postponed to some 
future time, and a period ot great defensive arma- 
ments bas opened ior the British empire in India 

The press in Berlin generally express the 
opinion that Russia is humbugging England. 

The Jcurnal de St. Petersburg, commenting 
upon the tension between Russia and England, 
eeys it wishes that the British presse@vould im- 
itate the moderation of the Russian newspa- 
pers. The Journal expresses the hope that a 
courteous, if not amicable tone will govern 
the English press in the discussion of the 
questions at present up for settlement bef ween 
the two empires, which questions, it declares, 
can be seitied peaceably if the discussion con- 
cerning them can be kept free from party pas- 
sion and violent language. 

PROSPECTS OF PEACE DELUSIVE. 

The prospects of peace may be delusive. 
Many experienced diplomats entertain a fair 
conviction that the apparent truce is taken by 
Englard merely to get proper breath for 
effective action. The very firmness with 
which Gladstone makes his public statements, 
and the cold, calculating exactness with 
which he phrases his utterances 
all tend to convince those who know the pre- 
mier well, that he has determined upon a 
rolicy, which, no matter how surprising it 
may be when announced, it will by no means 
be one of retrogression. Gladstone has made 
scme retreats during his ministry, but he has 
always, onthese occasions betrayed himself 
by indecision and unevennessin his parlia- 
mentary statements. It is quite ditferent 
with him now. To all interrogatories in the 
house of commons during the vast week, the 
premier has presented the very perjection of 
tirmness. 

In reply, where the questioner desired to 
know something whichthe government were 
rot ready to confide to public, Glad 
stone has  straightforwardly refused 
to give the information, and has plaialy 
based his refusal upon ubliic pour, 
In nearly avery other case, the liberal 
leader has been frank to his constituents, fair 
to his opponents and unimpassioned and 
truthful towards the Russians. Itis admitted 
even by the premier’s enemies, that his con- 
duct has been like that ofa man strong in 
foreknowledge about the result of his cause, 
like that of a man managing well a good case 
with many ugly features necessarily attend-

A REMARKABLESTATE OF AFFAIRS 
IN ANTIOCH. 


Boys Orgar'ze a Band of Thieves and Oommit 
Wholesale Depredations upon the Oiti 
Dime Novel Heroes Parading ina Quiet 
Georgia Town—Bad Conduct, Bte. 


The revelations from the thieving band in Anti-, 


och are ofa marvellous character. The Athens 


Banner ftays: 

A half dozen young men, belonging to the best 
familiesin Oglethorpe county, were concerned in 
the robberies of the stores at Antioch, but as most 
cf them are mere youths, and for the sake of their 
distressed parents, they were allowed to skip the 
country. These burglaries had been going on for 
two years or more, and it is impossible to tell the 
amount of goodsstolen during that time. Their 
depredations were principally confined to the 
store of Mr. James Young, and itis not thought 
they had entered McWhorter & Adkins’ more 
than once or twice: before discovered. 
Mr. Young bad been forsOme time missing smail 
articles, including nine gold rings worth $3 each, 
end other jewelry, but as the doors were found 
securely locked it was thought to be the work of 
shoplifters. The burglars, however, were not ex- 
perts, and by their own acts gaye the game away, 
and one of the number mage a full confession 
telling where the goods first stolen were buried 
The articles found had evidently been hid tor at 


least two years, as the cloth Was 
all rotten. Nothing of value was re 
covered. It was a mistake about the articles 


stolen being secreted in a cave, but with the ex- 
ception of those buried, they were all made away 
with. A shirt was found on the street the morn- 
ing thatthe news was made known, evidently 
dropped by the robbers. The thieves, with the 
exception of the leader, offered no denial, and 
aiter alittle bluster eyen the organizer decided 
to leave his county for his country’s good. Itis 
thought that several negroes were mixed up with 
the matter, but no clew is hadto them as yet 
The robberies are not thought to be very exten- 
sive, or the goods would have been missed. They 
were probably small articles, such as the boys 
could dispose of and thus receive pocket change 
witheut arousing suspicion. The entire county 
deeply sympathizes with the families of the boys, 
as they are honest and worthy people who feel the 
disgrace deeply. For their sakes names are sup- 
pressed. 
On the same subject the Oglethorpe Echo says: 
We went to Antioch last Friday to get some par 

ticulars about the band of robbers a rumor of 
whose routirg we gave last week. We found that 
the rumors were true, and that there was such a 
band, com peng at the time it was broken up, of 
six boys whose ages ranged from sixteen to twen- 
ty one. They were boys of good families and for 
that reaton we withhold names, as it would be of 
no special interest to the public to know them. 
It has been known for three years that some such 
band existed in this section, and g#hile 
there was suspicion as to who composed it, no 
evidence could be gotten sufficient to make any 
arrests, until Tuesday of last week, when a brother 
of three of the boys divulged the namesand hiding 
piace of some of the goods. While it is thought 
they had me to every store in the place, that of 
Mr. James Young seemed to have been their 
choice, and upon it they made frequent and heavy 
visits, taking whatever camein their way that 
they could use or dispose of. How they gained 
entrance was foratimea mystery. Goods ‘would 
b3 missed, but no break could 
be found or no trace could be  dis- 
covered of their entrance. Almost weekly Mr. 
Young would mwnisssome of his wares, and was 
tantalized to know who the thieves were and how 
they gotthem. Inali it is supposed that this 
one store has been robbed of $2,000 worth of goods 
ormore. The last robbery known to have been 
made was from the store of McWhorter & Adkins, 
Mr. Freeman, their clerk, missing the goods one 
Monday morning in February. last. This time 


some clothing, an umbrella and 
some stamps and sniall change 
from the postoffice money-drawer was 
gone. It became evident tnat the robbers had 


key8 to fit the locks of thedoors. New locks were 
put thereon, which stopped their ravages fora 
whiie, and until they were iormed upon and 
allowed to leave.. A part of the goods were found 
buried in a field near town, but they had rotted,, 
chowiuy, inat they had been there for some time. 
At the time itis supposed these goods were stolen 
& warrant was swornout against some negroes 
who were thought to be connected with the 
band and a search of their houses made, but 
somehow they got wind of what was going on and 
the search made fruitless by the goods being dis- 
posed of, and then it was that these goods found 
were doubtiess buried. It seems that the band 
was organized about three years ago by an older 
brother of the majority of the band, but he, bea- 
coming afraid that they would be caught up with, 
leit for Texas about a yeur ago, where it is thorght 
he will be found by the rernainder of his clicne, 
snd perbaps he andall of them caught; at le st, 
much is to be hoped. We would hate to 
see the worthy families brought to te disgrace of 
secing theirsons aud brothers bronzht up before 
the courts on such grave charges, still the good of 
the community demancs that they shou'd be, and 
itis hoped that they will. Asit is they have been 
allowed to leave the country; but there is no tell- 
ing how soon others, inspired with the suces: of 
these, will do likewise, and for this reasou severe 
punishment should be mete?d out to these first 
offenders. Attemps are being.made to bring them 
back, and there is every indication they will be 
caught and given the extent of the law,

Bennett the gambler, wasa genuine gam- 
bler, and a finished one at that. In all the 
skill, adroitness and cunning, the arts, wiles 
and im positions required to constitute a con- 
summate blackleg, he had few equals and no 
superiors. Henever gambled for fun. He 
always played for money and he played to 
win, it mattered not how. In all his specala- 
tive transactions he drew his inspiration from 
the old man’s partinginjunctions to his son 
“Get money, fairly if you can, but at all events 
get money.” He never made a bet unless he 
was sure of winning or at least was fully 
conviced in hisown mind of the certainty 
thereof. This was no secret, but on the 
contrary was a well known and established 
fact not only to all around but farand wide. 
In consequence of which the “fraternity” and 
others not connected to the guild of those 
ornaments of society, were constantly laying 
plans and setting traps to ‘‘get him.”

Even in Asia the sunshine of peace is seen 
through the rifts in the clouds. France and 
China have bad enough of war, and each has 
regained iis political sense. China is now 
willing tolive up to its treaty obligations, 
and France is altogether glad to get 
rid of the war without demanding in- 
demnity. A final treaty of peaceon & just 
and reasonable basis is now in the process of 
negotiation, andit is plain this time that 
neither side desires a hitch in the matter. 

This brirgs us to the great threatening 
clond t#t has overspread the Afghan sky. 
Until recently there were no rifts in it, and 
even now it isfar from certain that war will 
not be the result. But es there is nothing to 
quarrel over except a few. miles of barren and 
uninhabited steppe, and as England and 
Ruesia must ke neighbors in Asia, war or no 
war, and as the diplomatists of the two 
countries are actively engaged in trying to 
find a basis for defining the line between 
the two countries—for Afghanistan is practi- 
cally a part of the Indian empire—and as 
Germany, and particularly the German 
holders of Russian securities, desire peace, it 
is altogether too early to say that war is in- 
evitable. As we write the course of the 
markets point to a settlement of the trouble. 
Nothing standsin the way except Russian 
greed ard Russian home troubles, but Rus- 
sia may be beginning to see that she would 
have a war on her hands that would be very 
lorg and yery expensive, and that victory 
would come, if at all, when her own resources 
were thoroughly exhausted. The thought- 
ful people of Russia do not seem to belong 
to the war party, and ali Russia is coming to 
the conclusion that England is an antagonist 
that should not be underrated. 


FAST AND FASTER MAILS. 

The Baltimore Sun, commenting on some 
remerks printed in these columns, relative 
to the new fast mail schedule, says that it is 
not opposed to fast mails, but,on the con- 
trary, wents faster ones. The Sun, however, 
goes on: to remark that the new schedule sub- * 
jects Tue Constitution and its subscribers to 
unnecessary disadyanteges. This may be 
true; ihere may be disadvantages in the new 
schedule for Tue CoxstitvTion and its sub- 
scriberse, albeit they have not presented them- 
selyes in a substantial shape. Bat we decline 
to discuss ihe matter from that point of view. 
Whatever disadvantages the new schedule 
may have for Tse ConstitcTion, we cannot 
blind our eyes to the fact (hat it bestows im- 
mense advantages on the business com- 
munities and citizens of at least six 
siates, just such adyanteg<«s as they are en- 
titled to and which they have not heretofore 
been permitted te enjoy, save during a brief 
period when the government was willing to 
make an exira allowance to the railroads for 
expediting the mails. 

The Sun claims that Baltimore should have 
an early mail south as well as New York, and 
for cur part, we should be glad to see sucha 
scheme put. in operation. But is the fact 
Bajtimore has no such early mail any reason 
why the people of this section of the south 
and the southwest should be deprived of the 
advantages of an early New York and eastern 
mail? We should suppose not. 

The Sun says itis conceivable that on re- 
fection Tne Constitvrion ‘‘wiil see that, asa 
resuit of ofiicial enterprise, u faster mail is 
possible, and is the right and proper thing.” 
To be sure, If a faster mail is possible, we 
should be glad tosee this section and the 
southwest enjoy the benefits of it; but until 
oficial enterprise putsa faster maii in opera- 
tion we shall.continue to feel grateful to Mr. 
A. L, Rives, the general manager of the Vir- 
ginia Midland, for giving us, unsolicited, the 
acvanteges of tlie present fast mail. 

hir. Rives has written a letter to the Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers’ association, of 
Baltimore, in which he.says: ‘Your travel- 
ing community is more satisfactorily served 
by the change to much pleasanter hours of 
depertureand erriva!l, while wesecure prompt 
connection with through trains from Phila- 
delphia, New York and New England, which 
is of great practical value to the cities, towns 
and communities in all the southern states 
eecommodcated by our system of roads in 
giving them the earliest practicable delivery 
of the commercial and other mails from all 
points north.’”’ Hefurther says: ‘‘We make

It has been-supposed that the dis- 
tinguished patient was afilicted with cancer 
of the tongue; in fact, an announcement to 
this effect has been made by Dr, Shrady, one 
of his physicians, in the Medical Review, and 
the public has been given to understand that 
the disease had made such progress as to pre- 
vent the successful use of the knife, In 
Philadelphia, the knife would probabl} have 
been used, but the New York physicians have 
contented themselves with merely watching 
the disease and making the patient as com- 
fortable as possible under the circumstances, 
This forbearance on the part of the physi- 
cians, whose professional instinct must have 
prompted them to make experiments, has 
been very fortunate. Left to its own re- 
sources, nature seems to have found a reme- 
Gy forthe disease, and the result is that 
General Grant is rapidly improving. The 
New York Sun says it is now ascertained 
that General Grant’s disease is not cancer, 
end it gives the statement additional empha- 
sis by printing it in italics. On the other 
bend, one of the physicians insists that the 
disease is cancer, giving as his reason the 
fact that a microscopic test has been made, 
It appears that the physicians are at odds as 
toe the pature of the disease, and those who 
believe it to be cancer rely on the micro:

OUR MARINES AT THE ISTHMU 3. 

Secretary Whitney’s prompt action in qis- 
patching vessels and marines to both Aspin- 
wall and Panama, is widely commended. By 
so doing he not only protected American in- 
terests, but he reasserted the Monroe doc- 
trine, and practically told France that she 

need not and must not take steps to protect 
the canal that many of her people are pecu- 
niarily interested in. She need not do 80, 
because this country isable and willing to 
restore order on the Isthmus whenever there 
is disorder. 

But the new administration did not, per- 
haps, have the Monroe doctrine, or eyen 
American interest, so much in mind as the 
treaty obligations of this government, Under 
the treaty of 1846 the United States guaran- 
teed to New Granada, now known as the 
United States of Colombia, “the perfect neu- 
trality of the isthmus, with the view that 
the free transit from the one to the other sea 
may not be interrupted.’ When Secretary 
Whitney sent war vessels and marines to the 
isthmus, Aspinwall was in the hands of the 
rebel chief, Prestan, who afterwards burned 
it, because he could not hold it against the 
Colombian troops, and Panama was held by 
Aizpura, the head of the revolutionists in 
the state of Panama. Travel over the Pan- 
ama road had been stopped, and the entire 
isthmus was ina condition of disorder and 
terror. Thesecretary of thenavy not only 
promptly sent asufticient force to fulfill our 
treaty obligations and protect American in- 
terests, but he displayed rare caution and 
good sense in his instructions to the officers 
of the navy en{rvs‘ed with the delicate duties 
of interfering in the affairs of another re- 
public. The result has shown that Mr. 
Whitney comprehended the entire situation, 
and he is very properly receiving commenda- 
tion from men and jpurnals of both parties.

A poor machinist gets ouly a dollar aud 
fi bali aday,and I’m sorry tosay tue gvod oes 
ure in the milerity.” 

“What dots anapprenticeget?” — 

“The first year fifty ceuts aday. The six months 
foluwilg they get seventy five cenisa cay aud 
the thira year they get a dollaraday. l’vedone 
some very hard work as an apprentice, butl 
con't regret it.,’ 

SOME INTERESTING CASES. 

“Tt takes pluck to do this,’’ saia Mr. Lederle, 
pointing to the busy crowd in the schoolroom. 
‘Most of these young men work hard all day. 
Three nights in the week they-come here and work 
two hours—from seyen to nine. This is work to 
them. There is no novelty in it. You 
see a young man there filling 8 
block of cast iron down to a perfect cube. Heis 
training his hand in the useof the file. It is not 
new tohim. Itis yery monotonous, It takes a 
man who is very much in earnest tostickit out 
and come here where a bed and sleep would be so 
much pleasanter. There isa little boy here who 
carries THE CONSTITUTION every morning at four 
o’clock, goes to school all day and works here at 
night. He brings water and sweeps out the room 
topay hisway. Is there a business man who 
vouid uot be glad to haye a boyof such pluck? 
There are two young men who come in from Edge- 
wocd, and another who comes in from Grant 
park. Webave pupils from mostof theshops in 
the city. All are working boys except three or 
four, who go to school.,”’ 

“What do you teach the boys?” 

“They are taught the use of tools. Mr. H. T. 
Roffe, superintendent of the Georgia machinery 
company, is principal of the school. He teaches 
the use of the machinists’ tools, lathe work, vise 
work and general setting up. Mr. William Ott 
teacbes pattern making and general carpenterin 
and wood turning. 1 teach drawing. The school 
is intended merely as a move in the 
right direction, and as a nucleus for a great tech- 
nical school. Wecall itthe artisan’s institute, 
and hcpe, in time, it may growiuto something 
great and ore useful than at present.”’ 

HOW IT WAS ORGANIZED 

‘How did the institution get started?’’ 

“Dr. Chancy basagreat fancy for this sort of 
education. He was president of the institution in 
Boston that started the schools there. He con- 
versed with Mr. Elias Haiman on the subject, and 
at lest it was known that Mr. Roffe could conduct 
theschool, A meeting was called and Messrs. 8. 
M.Inmen, W. C, Morrill. W. A. Moore, F. P. Rice 
end J. W. Englieh gave $1,000 to be spent ia buy: 
ing the tools.. The teachers agreed to work three 
months free. We fitted up the place here as you 
seeit. The first night there were 23 applicants and 
that was nearly as Many as wecould attend to. 
The boys pay adollara month each which about 
pays for rent, power and gas,” 

‘What about the future?” 

“The experimentisa success and I have no 
doubt thre will be means provided for continuing 
the school. The boys hang on well and there are 
many on the outside anxious to get in.” 

WHO THE PRINCIPAL IS. 

The principal of the school, Mr. H. T. Roffe, is 
one of the finest machinists in this country. He 
served a regular apprenticeship in England and 
attended a course at a technical school, He sees 
the great need for practical education for hors 
learning trades and has his heart in this work. 
Raid he: : my |, 

‘In England an appentice has to serve a term. 
Bere he picks up what he can and quits when he 
pleases, consequently nobody teaches him any- 
thing. Boys should be taught many little things 
that are necessary to make them skilled mechan- 
ics, How to file even, how to hold a file anda 
thourancother littlethings that make{them perfect 
are peyer taught in this country nowadays. This 
school is intended to help the boys to perfect 
themselves while serving their trades and to pre- 
pare boys for entrance into the bigher technical 


schools. :

THE MOONSHINERS. 


A Northern Oorrespondent Tackles Corn 
Whiskey. 
Correspondent New York Evening Telegram. 

Asnrvitiz, N.C., April 9.—For the pas- 
two or three weeks the daily press has been 
teeming with accounts of the misdeeds and 
lawlessness of the illicit distillers of Georgia and 
North Carolina. At the little village of High- 
lands, Macon county, N:C., a squad of reve- 
hue officers under the command of United 
Btates Marshal Coward, of this city, raided a 
still and sueceeded in capituring three or four 
prisoners. The “moonshiners” of Ra- 
bun county, Georgia, just over the 
state line from Highlands, heard 
eboutthe raid and formed a desperate mob 
to rescue the prisoners. Marshal Coward was 
attacked, in the middle of the night, at the 
house where he was spending the night with 
his officers,who had the prisoners in charge, but 
the attacking party met with such a lively re- 
ception that, after the exchange of a few 
volleys of rifle shots, the moonshiners fled, 
leaving one of their comrades named ‘Brassey 
dead. The next day, when it became known 
that an illicit distiller Had been killed by the 
marshal’s men, it was feared serious trouble 
would ensue and that it would be necessary to 
call out the state troops to disperse the rapidly 
collecting mobs. Adjutant-General Johnston 
Jones was sent by Governor Scales at once to 
the spot, and he succeeded in restoring quiet 
without any further bloodshed. The strength 
of the moonshiners’ force was a great surprise 
even to those who knew that illicit whisky 
was made in enormous quantities in the “up 
country” region. 

_ PEN PICTURE OF A MOONSHINER. 

_ This enterprising and wideawake little city 
is in the very center of what might very prop- 
erly be called the “moonshiners’ section” of 
the south ; the home of the very worst class of 
lilicit distillers. Dwelling among the moun- 
tain fastnesses all their lives, these evaders of 
the law are men of undaunted courage, in ap- 
peerence exceedingly picturesque and im 
pert manners and morals most sadly 
acking. Imagine a tall, finely ‘built, 
loose-jointed man, standing six feet two inches 
in his stockings, with long, heavy, tangled 
hair, black as jet, falling over his low, treach- 

erous forehead: muscles that stand out like 
knotted cords on his arms and legs, a sinewy 
body denoting extraordinary physical 
strength; black, flashing eyes; thin, cruel 
lips, which, when parted, show long, white, 
£istening teeth—cruel and treacherous and 
crafty in every movement and feature—this is 
a -{éithful pen victure of the 
genuine North Carolina ‘¢moon- 
shiner” as heis to be seen to-day. His ap- 
parel is neither gay nor gaudy. On his head 
he wears the big gray, wide-brimmed slouch 
hat peculiar to the south, cocked back ina 
balf defiant, devil-may-care manner. His 
clothes are generally of gray or butternut 
colored Kentucky jeans, patched here and 
there with divers colors, the arrangement of 
which instantly suggests to the mind 
the proverbial garment of Joseph, 
end there is a lamentable ab 

sence of suspenders, the nether garments 
being kept in place by that peculiarly south- 
ern institution known as a “hitch.” His linen 
iS primitive, and no collar ever graces his sun- 
burned neck, although he generally wears a 
gigantic collar button of “rolled gold plate.” 
fis shoes and boots are not likely at any time 
to inspire feeling other than those of awe. 
Taken all in all thereis about the whole man 
an air of indifference,stolidity and bravado, in 
keeping with his nefarious occupation. He is 
usually armed to the teeth, carrying one or two 
pistols, a gun, a “billy,” and almost always a 
dirk knife, with a patent spring blade. He 
comes to town in a huge covered wagon—gen- 
eraily containing a small barrel or two of 
the ‘‘mountain dew, (as the illicit whisky is 
called) skillfully stowed away under the bed- 
ding, straw, provisions, ete., which the vehicle 
cobisins. He makes acampin the suburbs 
of the town and there he remains until he has 
transacted aj] bis business, when he 
packs up his traps in the big wagon 
and mysteriously returns whence he came. 
The scene here at night, when thirty or forty 
of these wagons are collected. under the big 
trees, is picturesque. The huge watch fires, 
built in an immense circle, blaze fitfally and 
cast sombre shadows upon the great canvas- 
covered wegons that are huddled together like 
a convention of ghosts, the sinister faces of the 
men outlined against the sky and crimsoned 
by the reflection of the flames seem like the 
faces of demons—once seen the picture will 
never be forgotten. 

HOW CORN WHISKY 18 MADE. 

The process of manufacturing corn whisky 
is primitive. The grain is ground and mads 
into a mixture called “mash,” which remains 
undisturbed until it reaches a point of fer- 
mentation known to the distiller as ‘‘ripeness.”’ 
It is then put into a huge covered, copposr 
boiler, the top of which contains a long, spiral 
tube that pasees through a trough of cold water 
andempties into the whisky barrel. When 
heat is placed under the boiler full of mash the 
steam from the mixture passes up through the 
epiral tube, is condensed by thecold metal 
(where it passes through the water) into a 
liquid which drops into the barrel pure corn 
whisky, one drink of: which will scorch 
anything except the ironclad stomachs of these 
mountaineers. The whisky is colorless, and 
when it has stood two yearsis fit to drink, 
having then taken on a pale yellow color. 
This color is deeped by the addition of burned 
almond pits, or brown sugar scorched in a 
pan. It costs about eighty cents a gallon 
to make the whisky, taking 
the average price of corn 
in this country. The “dew’’—as the illicit 
whisky is called -dalia from $1.25 to $1.50 a 
gallon, affording a handsome profit. Many of 
these moonshiners have heard that there is a 
democratic president, and they are ignorant 
enough to believe that this means “‘free whisky 
and no taxes.” They have, therefore, in some 
places relaxed their vigilance, in consequence 
of which the revenue men have made some 
im portant seizures lately. 

DISTILLERS IN CAVES, 

The distillers show wonderful ingenuity in 
locating their stills where they are uot likely 
to be found. Often the machinery—which is 
bought piece by piece in different towns, to 
avoid detection—is placed in one of the 
mountain caves that abound in this region, 
and the distilling goes on at night, so that the 
smoke may not be visible to the revenue de- 
tectives. And woe to any suspicious 
cheracter who chances to be found 
loitering im the vicinity of one of the 
stills; he would be shot down like a dog. In 
Rabun county, Ga., the entrance to one of the 
largest and finest stills in the state is through 
a hollow chestnut tree. The builders of tae 
secret chamber excavated the dirt and carried 
it away in basaets; and as no revenue officer, 
however clever he might be, would go through 
the forest searching for hollow trees, the still 
bas remained undisturbed for six years, dur- 
ing which time it has turned out nearly or 
quite 22,000 gallons of the ‘dew,’ 
which is carried to Gainesville and sold. 
The smoke from the dave—which is 14 by 23 
fect, roofed with planks—is carried through 4 
pipe, laid in a terra: cotta box, to the top of 
the tree. The door to this hollow tree 18 cov- 
ered with bark, and nothing but the closest 
inspection would reveal its existence. All 
the work is done at night, and the still, boil- 
ers and work of excavating the room cost 
about $1,560. Itis owned by three men, who 
have contracts to supply no less than thirteen 
dealers in that part of the, state and in wes- 
tern North Carolina. Both the red and the 
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white corn whisky are made, and there is a : 
profit of about sixty cents on each gallon. 
OUTWITTING REVENUE OFFICERS. 

Other contrivances, showing equal cunning, 
exist all through the “moonshine” country, if 
the tales told by the distillers themselves are 
to be believed. At present there is a well 
established “secret service” attached to the 
moonshiners’ government. In every impor- 
tant town spies are stationed, who by means 
of carefully arranged signals give warning of 
intended raids. hen the information that 
the “revenue hounds” are coming 
Is positive the distillers rem | 
bury all their machinery. It is only throug 
carélessnees upon the part of the distillers 
that the revenue men can make & capture. It 
is: im possible to ascertain just how many reve- ° 
nue men have been killed by the moonshiners 
since the establishment of the tax, but two or 
three hundred is said to be a modest estimate.

The number of bids made under the advertise- 
ment were twenty-five, of which two were for the 
entire issue, one for $1,000,000 of the bonds and the 
remainder ranging from $3,000 to $200,000. The 
highest bid made for the entire issue was by Messrs. 
Taylor & Co, at 104, The best bids for fractional 
lots came from parties living in Athens, Ga., at 
107% Athens alone furnished bidders for $266,000, 
while Macon bid for 6365,000, Augusta $210,000 and 
Savannah $100,000, but none of them offering as 
liberal figures as Athens. Atlanta bid for only 
$72,000 at good figures. Outside of the bids for a 5 
pet cent bond were two propositions for 4*4 bonds, 
Fred Wolffe and associates bid for the entire issue 
at par for the 4% per gent bonds, deliverable at the 
option of the purchaser afterJuly 1, 1885, and 
Albert Netter, of Cincinnati, proposed to take the 
whole issue in 4% percent bonds at par, and to 
guarantee the state against loss of interest during 
the funding operation. If the state accepts the 
bid of Mr. Wolffe, and the bonds are delivered on 
July J], next, as is probable, and can then place the 
funds received in payment, and for which it has 
bo use as toabout $300,000 until July, 1886, then 
the Wolffe bid will equal in results to the state 
Mr. Netter’s proposition; but if not, the Netter 
propotal is best by the difference between what- 
ever rate the state can safely place the money at 
and 4% per cent. Neither of the latter bids or 
propositions ‘have yet been accepted, and if the 
governor should forany reason reject bothof them, 
the the bonds will, we presume, go to Messrs, 
Taylor & Co.. Let the award go where it may, the 
offers made for the bonds, both from home and 
abroad, are a gratifying testimonial to the credit 
of the state.

The Metropolitan and Gate City Street R. RB. 
Companies and the Street Tax, _ 
Next Saturday there will be heard in Ful- 
ton superior court a case which involves some 
important questions. It will be remembered 
that when theimprovement of the streets of 
Atlanta was begun on a liberal scale a few 


years ago an amendment was procured t> th 
city charter. It was Shoe ght this 
would enable the city council 


to carry out its plans by extending its power 
f } street pur . 
Uuder this act most of the macadam and Bel. 
gian block pavement in the city was laid. The 
propert ’ owners on each side of the street are 
requiredito pay one-third of the cost and the 
city pays the other third. Where there is a 
street-car track the act says that the company 
shall have the space within the tracks ahd 
three teet on ‘each side paved in the same style 
as the street. Inthe work on the various 
streets traversed by the Atlanta Street Car 
company the city went ahead and had the 
work done which the company was required 
to do and presented the billfor it which the 
company paid. The same thing was done 
with the Atianta and West End line. When the 
work came to be done on. Wheat street and on 
Pryor street, the city authorities proceeded in 
the same manner. Tho strect car tracks 
were paved just as the street was. When the 
work was finished the , sought payment 
from the Gate City and etropolitan street 
railroad companies for the work doneon and 
adjoining their tracks. The companies re- 
fused to pay. The city is about to proceed to 
levy on the property of the companies to se- 
cure the repayment of the outlay for impfov- 
ing their tracks. The bill for injunction 1s 
filed by the Gate City street railroad company 
to prevent the city from levying on its prop- 
erty for this purpose. The Metropolitan 
street railroad company is also resisting the 
collection ofthis tax. The hearing of the in- 
junction will open up the entire question of 
the city’s right to tax these corporations for 
street purposes_under the act referred to. The 
attorneys for the street railroads will 
ATTACK THE CONSTITUTIONALITY 

ofthe act. There were several injunctions 
issued against the city two years ago to pre- 
vent the collection of the tax tor :street im- 
provements from private parties. In all 
shese instances the tax was collected. The 
street railroad companies claim that there are 
some points of difference in their cases and 
will make a stubborn fight to sustain them. 
The large amount involved, the questions to 
be settled, and the public character of the 
case give it great interest.

ATLANTA, Ga., April 1, 1885, 

The board of water commissioners met to-day at 
4p. m., with a full board in attendance, including 
his honor, the mayor, and the following resolu- 
tions were adopted: 

Resolved 1. That from and after the first day of 
Jul¢g. next, all water drain from the city mains 
except for fires, sewers an sprinkling carts, shal 
pass through a meter, to b_ furnished by the con- 
sumer, and the superintetdent is instructed to 
give public notice of the passage of this resolution 
by publishing the same for thirty days in the Con- 
stitution and Journal, and by sending a postal to 
the office or residence of each rated consumer, and 
further to notify all owners of private fire fixtures 
that meters must be attached to the same. 

Resolved 2. Phat from and after the first day of 
July next, every consumer shall be required to 
pay at least eighty-five cents per month for the use 
of the water, for which they shall be allowed to 
use five thousand gallons, and every consumer 
who shall use more than five thousand gallons 
per mcutu, shall be required to pay for the excess 
at the rate of seventeen cents per thousand gal- 
lons until otherwise ordered. This resolution 
does not apply to city fire hydrants, flushing sew- 
ers, sprinkling carts, nor public schools.

GEORGIA GRASSES. 


THE VARIETIES OF GRASS GROW- 
ING IN GEORGIA. 


The Irducements Heid Out to Stock-Rateers—The 
Gall Meadow Oat Grase—Orchard Grase—Blue 
G@rate~ One Acre ot Lucerne to Five Head 
of Horsce—Interesting Beading. 


The number of varieties of native grasses is 
very lerge, and the recently awakened interest 
on the subject of grass production end culture 
is constantly edding, tothe list. At short in- 
tervals, specimens of new grasses are sent in 
to the department of agriculture for name and 
identification, and it is probable that most 
valuable additions will be made to our already 
long catalogue for out own swamps and fields. 

Now the production of craskesyand not their 
destruction, hes become an object of prime im- 
portance with our farmers, we are sanguine of 
very large results, so far as our profits are con- 
cerned, and the impulse that will be given to 
such rural pursuit as will not depend entirely 
on tillage and laborious and expensive use 01 
the plow and hoe. The 3,000,000 live stock 
which Georgia must care for principally with 
the grass and hay retources of her own soil, 
will compel a due degree of attention t) 80 ob- 
vious and valuable a department of our agri- 
culiure. The most prejudiced minds, as well 
as‘those most stubbornly attached to old pro- 
cesses and cultuers, are beginning to under- 
stand hew itisthat wealth and comfort, as 
well as comparative ease, can be secured by 
the farmer without the help of those leading 
staples that we have been taught to believe 
constituted the whole of a sensible agriculture. 

No state in all our wide domain, for the 
game area, can offer to the stock-ratser or 
deiryman larger or better-founded induce- 
ments'than Georgia. Beginning at the sea 
coast, we have the tender salt marsh as early 
as January, which makes no insignificant re- 
liance in that season of the year that in so 
many sections isone of pinching precarious 
existence for stock. By the first of March the 
open woods grasses appear. These consist of 
the piney woods sedge, the celebrated wire 
grass, with innumerable patches and bodies of 
ewitch cane, which keep cattle fat even during 
the mostinclement winter months. Besides 
these, the Spanish long moss, such a striking 
peculiarity of the low coast latitudes, all 
through the winter continues succulent and 
nourishing, and is eaten greedily by all stock, 
aud upon which oxen will do good work in the 
sleence of other forage. But better, far, than 
any or all of these is that world-renowned 
gress Cynodon Dactolon, known in India as 
the “Daub” or sacred grass, and throughout 
the southern states as Bermuda grass. This 
grass ig not propagated by its seeds, and in- 
deed it 18 not thought to mature its seeds in the 
United States, at least by very few having any 
experience of its habits. It takes deep hold in 
the soil with its mass of roots, besides covering 
the surface with a superficial network of twine- 
like runners which make one of the most com- 
pact swards of which we have any experience. 
W hile this gress requires some nursing to give 
it the necessary height for mowing when it 13 
grown on uplands of moderate fertility, it in- 
variably attains a growth on low lands, or high 
lands in good heart, that makes the mowing 
by machinery an easy matter. A peculiar ad- 
Vantage in growing Bermuda grass is found in 
the fact that in the lower portion ot the state 
the vetch grows juxuriantly in the midst of 
the very thickest of the sward, while in the 
upper sections the white clover will also put 
up through the interstices of the runners and 
give a good nip for thesheep*or Jerseys during 
the winter months. The farmer of experience, 
who knows to his cost what it is to teed a herd 
ofcattle during thecold weather of winter, 
will know how to estimate the vaiue of a grass 
that men sey can never be got rid of; that ties 
the most washing soil together; that catches 
and holds every particle of manure that is 


- dropped on it; that in the lower sections of the 


slate will give a pasture every day in the year, 
and in other sections will efford it for nine 
months in the year; that restores a worn soil 
in a greater degree than the far-famed blue 
grass, and that on rich land will yield 20,000 
pounds of hay that by a strict and most au- 
thentic analyzis show as high as 14 per cent of 
albumenoids. This, uponas high an authority 
as the late Dr. St. Julian Ravenel, makes the 
hay of Bermuda more valuable than that of the 
celebrated timothy. It would be an injustice 
to this most remarkable and valuable grass 
not to mention its peculiar adaptedness to 
sheep raising. Itscems, in its fattening quali- 
ties as weil as its healthfulness, to be beyond 
comparison the very best pasturage for sheep. 
Its capacity per acre for supporting a flock is 
well known—no one placing the figures at less 
than five head to the acre, and some of the best 
judges and most experienced flock masters 
giving the number as high as fifteen to the 
ecre. Everything considered, that people who 
bave the possession of such an invaluable 
product of the soilag Bermuda grass is most 
fortunate indeed, and it would seem to be an 
inexcusable want of thrift wherever 1t will 
grow nottohave an unfailing supply of the 
very best forege that is produced in any 
quarter of the earth. There cannot be a 
question of its superiority as a grass and hay 
producer over anything known in Hurope or 
the United States. 

_ There is a forage plant now rapidly coming 
into notice and popularity, in the lower part of 
the state, and known as Beggars Lice. It be- 
longs to the genus D:smodium, and on good 
land grows to the height of six or eight teet. 
The crop comes on after a corn crop generally, 
and spontaneously furnishes, in the shape of a 
most acceptable forage, an amazing amount of 
rough food for stock. Every hay-eating animal 
seems to devour it not only with relish, but 
greedily. Itis not known how far above the 
tier of counties coterminous with Florida this 
valuable forage plant will thrive, but certainly 
all those who are located in fts habitat are 
most fortunate in their possession of this in- 
valuable resource. 

In addition to the forage and hay plants al- 
ready named, thecrab grass and crow foot 
should not be forgotten. While the crow foot 
18, In @ great measure, confined to the lower 
belt of counties in the state and seems to de- 
light in a light, sandy soil, the crab grass, on 
the contrary, seems to be at home on every 
Square inch ct soil within the boundaries of 
Georgia. It {is one of the unsolved mysteries 
of nature, that anywhere, and every where in 
all the millions of broad acres of Georgia and 
of the south, the seeds of this grass are reposing 
in a dormant state, it may be, but only wait- 
ing the call of certain conditions to bring them 
into active life. 

If there is one solitary grass or vegetable 
product in all the long catalogue of those com- 
mon to the southern states that can, with strict 
exactness, be called native, it certainly is that 
plant called “Crab grass.” It comes unbidden 
and as a most unwelcome visitor in our tilled 
crops. But if our fields are left unbroken atter 
a harvest, that other universal crop known as 
ope. Weed” usurps the ground and. leaves 
no chance forthe growth of grass. It has 
however, been often noticed that fields sown in 
wheat in November will invariably bring on 

_€n afier-crop of the rag weed—those sowed in 
. Spring oats will produte crab grass as an after- 
crop. The reason given is that the weed seed 
which are exposed by the plow in the spring, 
have begun to germinate and are destroyed by 
exposure, leaving the later sprouting grass to 
take their place. If our lands that bate been 
laid down in small grain are broken up after 
harvest, a crop of hay from crab grass may be 
mowed that, in a majority of instances, would 
- doubt be se ngs valuabie and bring 
arger money returns than the crop of grain 
preceded. While there may be oundnien are 
nutritious and we place the great Bermuda in 
this class, we doubt if, in all the grand cata- 
logue ef forage hay plants, there can be found 
& more delightfully scented » than the 
crab grass, or one that would os @8 80n select - 
ed by stock if left te their choice. Its milk 
producing qualities are all that a dairyman 
would ask. It is not deemed exactly germane 
and forage plants at 

ee to embrace 


for sll etock which this family of plants cat 


furnish is simply without limit. But the = 
ject of this tract is more directly to — o 
to thore not so familiar with thejlocality of our 
burbendry, those plants that are most avail- 
sble sud more restricted to the state of Georgia 
and correlated sections. Then let us pay = 
respects to the cow ea—Dolichos, a8 — - 
the books, Surely here is 8 prophet withou 
éue honor in its own country. It wasa favor- 
ite esying of an enthusiastic writeron the 
south and its products that, “that country 
which poseesses the cow pea, sweet potato and 
3ermuda grass, must be better than any other 
land that does not possess them. It is a re- 
markable fact that this plant should, to the 
present hour, be £0 moderately rated, and 
while it silently has had accorded to it by all 
those who are most dependent on it and the 
most profited by it, the praise it deserves, still 
its reputation is far more restricted than seems 
reesovable. ; 

A plant that will thrive luxuriantly in poor 
lend with less help than any other known; 
whose rcots thoroughly subsoil the land; whose 
lehves apd vines will rapidly renovate the 
most wasted soil, and whose fruit furnishes the 
most strengthening food for man and beast, 
and whose forage product is not excelled by 
even the world-renowned red clover itself, it 
would seem, should be ee as among the 
most beneficent gifts to that land that has been 

leseed with it. 

As we ascend from the coast and lower Geor- 
gie we come into the region of “piney woods,” 
the true habitat of the well-known ‘wire 
greee.” For a large portion of the state, full 
one-forth of it, this peculiar growth spreads 
itself everywhere. Its habit is to grow in 
clumps, very much as the orchard grass does, 
end it isa perennial. To look at it as it covers 
the ground in wiuter, a stianger would not 
wonder at its perennial, but could easily be- 
lieve that it was indestructible. Harsh and 
repulsive it would no doubt seem to the man of 
the north or west who was accustomed to the 
tender and succulent of his section. But, lit- 
tle as this individual might at first be disposed 
to regard this ugly customer, he will find on 
inquiry that the real beef range section of 
Georgia was found exactly in this home of the 
wire cress, and that the only flock of sheep 
worthy of the name in the state roam over the 
eea-like expanse of this growth in the forests 
our pinetimber. There are flock masters in 
this region that number their sheep by the 
thousand, and on an expense of fourteen cents 
a year per head, or no expense at all, winter or 
summer. They derive large incomes with as 
nearly vo labor or care as could be said of any 
grain whatever. When the old stubble is 
burned off in the early part of the year, and 
the tender grass shoots up, all animals run- 
ning on it for pasturage seem to thrive and be 
well satisfied. The part of the tussock that 
stands all winter will, in all cases, conceal 
unéer its covering a portion of tender growth 
that sustains the stock that range over it 
during the hard times ot the winter months. 

It is proper to state, in dismissing the sub- 
icct, that it has been often remarked by judges 
well qualified to decide in thecase, that every- 
thing considered, health, water, clemency of 
climate, cleanliness in the fleece, proximity to 
e good markct, that the ‘‘wire grass’ section 
of Georgia made altogether a better sheep walk 
then either Texas or New Mevico. Sheep 
husbandry is one of tae coming great industrial 
interests that is to magnify the empire state of 
the scuth beyond all present conceivable lim- 
its, It would seem that a business that paid 63 
per cent while left literally to run itself, should 
invite immigration and capital with irresis- 
tible eloquence and logic. In the near future 
we will see, no doubt, as many sheep in a 
single county of the wire grass country as are 
counted now forthe entire state. 

As we ascend from the low country we reach 
a rection bounded by the 32d and 34th paral- 
lels, that possess in @ rare degreo an assem- 
Lisge of physical advantages and comprehen- 
sive rapge of production that very few 
pertions of ourcountry can justly claim. Hore 
will be found the paradise of pear, peach, 
apple and grape culture, associated with the 
invaluable clovers and Jucern. The success 
which has followed every intelligent effort ia 
the culture of red clover in the red clay sec. 


tions of Georgia, has indeed proved to bea rev-, 


elation as weilasasurprise. For the last fity 
years we were deterred by the turpentine 
farmers of North Carolina from attempting the 
utilization of our pine forests in competition 
with them, aud we were as effectually scared 
away trom clover raising by the warning of 
our Kentucky friends, who were gbsolutely 
sure that red clover could not be made to grow 
in Georgia. By stealth, we might say, we 
have made the venture—in spite of our mis- 
giving and slack experimenting. The fact nas 
forced its way, that red clover will not only do 
wellin Georgia, but that in almost every (sec- 
tion cf the state where you can get out ofa 
“blowing sand”? you may have fine crops of 
this great product. It isjsimply a question of 
proper fertilizing, and not a question of soil or 
climate, whether you may have clover or not. 
Sofer from not being able to suceced in making 
its growth advantageous here, we challenge 
the United States to match the crop of Colonel 
G. W. Scott, of Decatur, in DeKalb county, in 
this state, who, on one measured acre of land, 
housed nearly 17,000 pounds of well cured 
clover. A northern gentleman, interested in 
such matters, reported a crop raised in the 
same neighborhood, on a very ordinary plat of 
soil, tothe New York Sum, which made up- 
wards of 4,000 pounds of well dried hay the 
first cutting, and at an expense of just seven 
dojlars. Counting the second: cutting, this it 
would seem should be satisfactory. No doubt, 
in a great number of experiments, as good re- 
sults areoccurring every year. The crop in 
Georgia will pay tor four years from first sow- 
ing, and we have known in the city of Atlanta 
eleven crops raised from one sowing. Our 
friends in Kentucky who for so long kept us 
out ofthe danger and folly of clover hsu- 
bandry, we believe, do not count on more than 
two crops from one sowing. 

In all the clover raising localities we may 
count securely on having a good nip for almost 
any grazing etock during the late and earl 
spring, as the time of rest for the plant is 
during the months of July and August. As the 
companion of red clover, we are singularly 
blest in possession of the queen of all forage 
plants—lucern. In the latitude of Atlanta 
(about 33)¢ degrees) this plant is high enough 
for a fine cutting by the 15th of February, and 
four more may be had if the seasons are at all 
favorable during the year. This herbaceous 
plant is perhaps at the very head of the list of 
all known varieties adapted to similar uses. By 
experiment, it has been tested and proved to 
be the most nutritious of all green food for 
stock, and that one ration of grain a day will 
take a horse or mule well through his day’s 
work ifitis supplemented with lucern hay. 
The preperation of the land that is to support 
this crop must be thorough, and itis not ex- 
travagent tosupply as much as $35 of outlay 
forasingle acre. But when itis remembered 

bet a crop of five tons of hay per acre is not a 
all remarkable, and that properly cured is 
worth $30 per ton, it will be seen how much 
better these profits are than those from cotton, 
cern, wheat or tobacco. 

In Georgia, we may count on twenty years’ 

ervice from a plant of lucern, and that every 
well set acre of it will keep five head of horses 
or ules for atwelve months. Te objection 
to it and about the only one is, thai it will not 
bear the hoof, end it is strictly speaking a soil. 
ing crop. We have omitted to mention the fact 
that lucern, unlike the red clover, will do well, 
in fact, yield abundantly, on the sandy lands 
of our coast counties, and it is likely, with 
preper manuring, will afford good cutting for 
every month in the year. 

In concluding mention of summer grasses 
native to Georgia the “broom sedge” should 
not be forgotten, This native to our soil is of 
almost universal prevalence on all turned out 
or worn lands, end although it has become 
fashionable to regard itas the synonym of a 
poverty-stricken soil, ithas merits that make 
it Do contemptible resource to the stock keeper. 
It is early in starting, is highly relished by all 
stock and has a most unquestionable suitable- 
ness to young stock. Itisa common saying, 
that with broom sedge pasturage one may raise 
a mule on what it costs to keep a calf. The 
trouble with this grass is that when grazad it 
is soon overtexed and will not reproduce its 
Stand or extend it, and dies out unless protect- 
ed every two years from the tramping and bite 
of stock. . 


WINTER GBASSES. 
Among the chief ofthese well knowa in 


will grow often six feet high, and on lighter 
lends than any other grass in popular favor. 
The yield is very heavy when the crop has 
been well cared for, and is just the grass for 
our cotton belt, supplementing the Bermuda 
grass while at rest during the winter. Lhe 
eced of this most excellent grass ripen before 
the stalk and may be gaved by the cradle be- 
fore the bulk of the crop is ready for harvest- 
ing. Like the wire grass, the meadow-oat 
hides in its tussecks, during the winter, a very 
large proportion of nutritive green stems, 
which are highly relished at that time by all 
stock. 
ORCHARD GRASS. 

This isamong our very earliest grasses— 
keeping green all winter, and at the first 
breath of spring attaining a height that makes 
it available for pastur. ng. It comesin dirsct- 
ly efter the first cuttings of lucern, and from 
ite tenacity in keeping its stand wherever 
sown—its nutritious quality and the facility 
with which it takes. possession of orchards or 
woodlands, it is almost deservedly becoming a 
favorite among grasses in Georgia. A mixture 
ot tall oat and orchard grass, red and white 
clover make the pertection of a sward tor 
either pasture or hay crop. 

BLUE GRASS. 

While it is not a fact that the true blue grass 
will not dwell in Georgia, we yet have so 
many other varieties of pasture grass that are 
more easily sot and matured, that very few 
have attempted its culture on a large scale. 

It is, however, a widely known fact that no 
one has ever yet attempted in the northern 
and middle portions of the state to grow this 
grass who has not done so with very satisfac- 
tory results. With the proper manure, one 
having the elements of lime and phosphoric 
acid in it, no one may feel the least doubt in 
their effort to establish as perfect a blue grass 
sward as could be asked for anywhere. Our 
blue limestone lands in the mountain counties, 
aud our rich coves will produce this grass to 
the heart’s content, if its culture from habit or 
choice should be a desirable object. 

One peculiarity this grass has developed in 
this state, its stubborn hold on the soil were 
once set, exceeds that of all known grasses. 
Spots once set in this grass by the feeding of 
cavalry horses during the war are to this day 
occupied by it in spite of bad usage and the 
incursions of broom-sedge, which has hereto- 
fure been considered as having the mastery 
over all other grasses. 

The list of grasses which may be, and are 
produced in this state with profit, may be con- 
cluded with red top and herds grass. Both of 
these well-known and popular grasses are 
easily raised in any suitable soil in the state. 
They both require a rich and moist bed to de- 
velop the best results. Their use has not 
spread to any great extent among our farmers, 
for the reason that other varieties have proved 
to be of easier and more remunerative culture. 
It is due to the people of Georgia engaged in 
the business of agriculture tostate a fact which 
will explain to some extent whst may seem to 
be a very inconsistent thing, when the capaci- 
ty of our soil for the production of grass aod 
forege plants is considered. By thelast census 
the hay production of Georgia is placed at a 
little over 14,000 tons; 1n comparison with the 
five million tons of New York, or the three 
and a balf million tons of Illinois, or the larger 
yield of Iowa, this return seems to be a most 
insignificant and beggarly one. But it must 
net be overlooked that our shucks and fodder 
from the blades of our crops of corn, used by 
us in substitution of hay, must amount to 
many thousands of tons. The mass of this 
cfia], which it may be called, derived from a 
crop of 320,000,000 bushels of corn, must be 
very great. Its substitution forso many tous 
of hay as provant for stock, is not by very far 
co great a mistake as the ecnomic one, when 
we come to consider the comparative cost of 
production, with provender raised from 
mowed grasses. 

In concluding what is to besaid on grass 
husbandry in Georgia, it would be an inex- 
cusable neglect to omit mention ot our moun- 
tain ranges, and the valuable grasses and her- 
bage which abound in all that section of tha 
siate. High es the elevation of that portion of 
Georgia is, as to both altitude and latitude, 
stock of the lighter sort, as young neat caitie, 


goats and sheep, are able to subsist during the 


- winter almost entirely on the natural growth 


ofthe range. All through the spring, summer 
ard fall months stock not only live, but do 
well on our mountain tops and valleys. The 
abundance of grazing and browsing which 
these localities supply for a large pertion of 
the year, makes the mountain region of Geor- 
gia one of the most desirable for stock in all 
the state. Itis not an uncommon thing for 
young cattle to be brought up at low prices in 
the neighboring valleys, then moved inte the 


‘mountain walks, fattened, and in the fall sold 


in the larger markets ata great advance on 
first cost. Experiments in the raising and 
keeping of the Angora goat in these mountain 
pastures are making a very favorable impres- 
sion. itis thought, with much reason, that 
this particular branch of stock raising may be 
eatily carried toa very large and important 
development in our mountain counties. The 
adeptedness of this locality to the raising and 
support of the Angora has been so marked that 
those accustomed to the care of this valuable 
animal are sanguine that we shall see in the 
near future a very important source of profit 
in this branch of industry. If mills could be 
made accessible for the manufacture of mo- 
hair, there can be no doubt that a stimulus 
would be given to the production of this ma- 
terial, which would raise it toa high rank in 
the list of industries in Georgia. It is hardly 
possible that the native habitat’of the Angora 
is better adapted to its keep and development 
than are the mountain counties of this state.

It 
is the only county in Texos that has got good 
lend, gocd water, good climate, and plenty of 
timber, plenty of grass, plenty of building 
stone and gravel, and lime rock, plenty ofclay 
that wiii make brick, plenty of water-power 
end beatiful hills to build on, and cedar trees 
and live oaks for shade, and 
evergreens, beautiful gladea and 
meadows forcattle, plenty oftruit that never 
fails ; pom n groves that cover the ground with 
nuts, lands that average twenty bushels wheat 
anda hundred bushels of oats, and more cot- 
ton than can be picked out. If you want 
black, waxy, you can get it; if you prefer rich 
sandy loam, here it is; we can suit any man in 
snything, and we have gota population of 
fiity thousand people, all happy and prosper- 
ous, andwe have gotright here in Belton, 
the best women in the worid, and no gossip or 
slander or back-biting. We have no very sick 
people and bo poor ones, no stuckups-or shoddy 
gristecracy, no foreigners to speak of, no nig- 
cers worth mentioning and we give glad wel- 
come to al] sober industrious people who come 
srd wehelp them and encourage them and 
sympathize with them. I tell you, sir, our peo- 
pie would not allow astranger to be hooked in 
.rewindled. Our land agents are honorable 


inen, tote fair with all new comers, but as you 
sav,our lands are high, compared with some 


ther places. Our best lands range from twenty 
thirty dollars an acre, but youcan buy on 
ug time ifyoaumakocne payment. The land 
ill pay for itself in five years or less—very 
frequently it paysintwo. One hundred bush- 
eles of opts eat thirty cents a bushel will pay 
it in one year and it does that often. Then 
at our schools—six hundred and fifty 
echolars here now and the best of teachers— 
many of them from your good old state of 
Gcorgia. Why about one fourth of all our 
yeople are from Georgia, South Carolina and 
Alabama. Hereis Dr. Talley and Dr. Allen 
nd Judge King and. his wite, and Captain 
Vhitset, and Colonel Whitten, and Mr. Mc- 
Kenudree, and Mr, Nelms, and Professor Grif- 
ip, and I don’t know how. many more—all 
trom Georgia.” 

Belton is a southern town of about 5,090 in- 
habitants, and handles from thirty to forty 
thousand baies of cotton annually; hasa com- 
prees, and en oil mill, and an iron foundry, 
sud extensive lime works. Her suburban 
homes are beautiful,and her orchards of peaches 
end pears and apples abound everywhere. 
Railroads bring and take her traffic in every 
direction. There are cighteen depots in this 
county. The trade of Belton is wonderful con- 
sidering that the county supports Temple and 
Salado and other towns. When I was told by 
a Georgia merchant in Waco, that he was ship- 
pivg 2,000 dozen eggs in a week, I_ was astoa- 
iwzhed, but here are two boys in. Belton, who 
hays shipped in five weeka thirteen thousand 
dozen eggs, 1,500 chickens and seven hundred 
turkeys. ‘This is a great country for chickens 
end preachers. It isa great country to build 
up new towns quick. Now 
here ig ~ Temple within eight miles of 
Belton. Temple is only four years old and 
has 3,500 people. The surrounding country is 
lovely. I have seen no better anywhere than 
around Templeand Belton. The homes of the 
farmers are more inviting than any section I 
havo visited. Old friends of my youth met me 
at Temple—friends I went to school with in 
old Gwinnett, and somehow or other they all 
know of my being here and they como to talk 
of their old homes and people. One mangsaid, 
“Oh, yes! We used to live right down by the 
graveyard, and you had to pass it at night 
when you was acourtin’ Miss Octavy, and I 
wauted to hide in the graveyard and skeer you 
sometimes, and I would have done it, but I 
was afeerd myself.” 

Taylor is another young and lively town, 
end is surrounded with the residences of 
wealthy cattle men. I saw very fine Jersey 
stock there, and have found oust that Jerseys 
dotbrive in middle Texas. From Taylor I 
journeyed to Tyler and Pittsburg. Herel
